Down to the Wire for Debt Crisis 


Defense spending cuts 
last stumbling block 
in deal to avoid default 


Washington 

Racing to avoid a government default, 
President Obama and Republican con- 
gressional leaders reached urgently 
for a compromise Sunday to permit 
vital borrowing by the Treasury in 
exchange for more than $2 trillion 
in long-term spending cuts. Senate 
Republican Leader Mitch McCon- 
nell said the two sides were “really, 
really close” to a deal after months 
of partisan fighting. 

A few hours later. Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid issued a statement 
saying he had signed off on a pend- 
ing agreement, subject to approval by 
the Democratic rank and file. 

But that was met by conspicuous 
silence from the White House, McCo- 
nnell and House Speaker John Boeh- 
ner’s office, two days before a dead- 
line to raise the federal debt limit 
and enable the government to keep 
paying its bills. 

Privately, officials said a final 
sticking point concerned possible cuts 
in the nation’s defense budget in the 
next two years. Republicans wanted 
less. Democrats pressed for more in an 
attempt to shield domestic accounts 
from greater reductions.

The broadest outlines of the emerging plan — a 
deal being worked out in negotiations involving 
Senate Minority Leader Mitch McConnell, left, 
and Vice President Joe Biden — would raise the 
federal debt limit in two stages by at least 
$2.2 trillion, enough to tide the Treasury over 
until after the 2012 elections.

would be phased in over a decade. 
Thousands of programs — the Park 
Service, Labor Department and 
housing among them — could be 
trimmed to levels last seen years ago. 
Social Security or Medicare could be 
scoured for savings. Taxes would be 
unlikely to rise. 

Any agreement would have to be 
passed by the Democrat-controlled 
Senate and Republican-controlled 
House before going to the White 
House for Obama’s signature. With 
precious little time remaining, both 
houses were on standby throughout 
the day, and House Speaker John 
Boehner was in his office. 

Without legislation in place by 
Tuesday, the Treasury will not be able 
to pay all its bills, raising the threat 
of a default that administration offi- 
cials say could inflict catastrophic 
damage on the economy. 

If approved, though, a compromise 
would presumably preserve America’s 
sterling credit rating, reassure inves- 
tors in financial markets across the 
globe and possibly reverse the loss- 
es that spread across Wall Street in 
recent days as the threat of a default

Ahead of Holiday, Horror in Syria 


As Ramadan begins, 
regime broadens its 
intimidation efforts 


Beirut 

Syrian security forces backed by 
tanks and snipers launched a fero- 
cious assault Sunday on defiant cit- 
ies and towns, killing at least 70 
people and possibly many more 
as the regime raced to crush dis- 
sent ahead of Ramadan. Corpses 
littered the streets after a surge 
in violence that drew widespread 
international condemnation. 

Estimates of the death toll, 
which were impossible to verify, 
ranged from around 75 people to 
nearly 140. 

The worst carnage was in 
Hama, the scene of a 1982 massa- 
cre by President Bashar Assad’s 
late father and predecessor and 
a city with a history of defiance 
against 40 years of Assad family 
rule. Hospitals there were over- 
whelmed with casualties, suggest- 
ing the death toll could rise sharp- 
ly, witnesses said.

In Egypt, Cairo’s Tahrir Square is 
again a tent encampment, and the celebrations that accompanied Hosni 
Mubarak’s fall on Feb. 11 have given way to anger and impatience over the 
slow pace of change. In response to the pressure, the judiciary is promis- 
ing to put Mubarak, his security chief and his two sons on trial this week. 
Still, Egyptians have not lost their sense of humor. In the annual tradition 
of naming dates after celebrities, they have dubbed the cheapest, least 
desirable variety of the fruit “Hosni Mubarak" this year, (ap) 


Hama looked like a war zone, res- 
idents said. 

Ramadan, which begins Mon- 
day, will present a critical test 
for the government, which has 
unleashed deadly firepower since 
March but still has not been able to 
put down the revolt. Daily demon- 
strations are expected to surge dur- 
ing the holy month, when crowds 
gather in mosques each evening. 

Though the violence has failed 
to blunt the protests, the Syrian 
regime appears to be hoping it can 
frighten people from taking to the 
streets during Ramadan. But Sun- 
day’s siege only ignited more calls 
for defiance among protesters. 

Assad’s elite forces have waged 
nearly nonstop crackdowns across 
the country, but new protest hot- 
beds have emerged — taxing the 
already exhausted and overextend- 
ed military. There have been cred- 
ible reports of army defections, 
although it is difficult to gauge 
how widespread they are. 

More than 1,600 civilians have 
been killed in the crackdown on the 
largely peaceful protests against 
Assad’s regime since the uprising 
began, (ap)

Bus Hub to Open at Union Station 


Deal will make rider 
connections to local 
transit more suitable 

Washington 

Union Station will become a hub 
for intercity bus service under 
an agreement scheduled to be 
announced Monday by John D. 
Porcari, deputy U.S. transpor- 
tation secretary and chairman 
of the Union Station Redevelop- 
ment Corp. 

The agreement with Greyhound, 
Bolt Bus, Megabus and Washing- 
ton Deluxe will allow riders to get 
on and off the intercity buses in the 


shelter of a reconfigured bus deck 
in the station’s garage. To put the 
deal into effect, the bus deck space 
will need to be restriped, and some 
utilities will have to be relocated, 
according to a U.S. Transportation 
Department source familiar with 
the agreement. Riders should see 
the bus operations envisioned in 
the plan this fall. 

Consolidation of the District’s 
intercity bus service is logical and 
should be a good deal for riders. The 
low-fare buses are especially popu- 
lar, but they have not enjoyed a per- 
manent, protected home. Instead, 
many stop on D.C. streets. Waiting 
riders are exposed to the weather, 
the locations of stops are obscure

and confusing, and access to local 
transit is not always easy. 

In addition. Greyhound can

The days when faking driver’s 
licenses was a cottage industry — 
often practiced in college dorm 
rooms by a computer geek with a 
laminating machine — have given 
way to far more sophisticated and 
prolific practitioners who oper- 
ate outside the reach of U.S. law 
enforcement. 

In an era when terrorism and 
illegal immigration have trans- 
formed driver’s licenses into sophis- 
ticated mini-documents festooned 
with holograms and bar codes, 
beating the system has never been 
easier. Just wire money to “the Chi- 
nese guy.” 

“He’s like some sort of genius 
in China,” said a 19 -year- old who 
has admitted to drinking under- 
age in bars. “Every kid in Annap- 
olis has one of his licenses.” 

The “Chinese guy” — whose 
e-mail address is passed around 
on college campuses and among 


high school kids — is actually a 
Chinese company that mails untold 
thousands of fake driver’s licens- 
es to the United States. They have 
been turning up in states from 
coast to coast. 


To the naked eye — even the 
practiced eye of most bartenders 
and police officers — the counter- 
feits look perfect. The photo and 
physical description are real. The 
holograms are exact copies, and 


even the bar code can pass unso- 
phisticated scans. 

“We’re seeing these false IDs 
being generated from the same 
source out of China,” said Steven 
Williams, chief executive of Intel- 
licheck, which supplies detection 
equipment to federal agencies, law 
enforcement and businesses. 

The “Chinese guy” operation 
has been linked to a company 
called PARTiTek that is based in 
Nanjing, China. 

The technology ranges from 
simple card-swipe devices to scan- 
ners that cost thousands of dollars 
and supply detailed information 
about valid cardholders. 

Remarkably, fake IDs so good 
that they escape visual detection 
often are caught by machines 
because they are too perfect. 

“About 89 percent of genu- 
ine driver’s licenses don’t com- 
ply with their own specifica- 
tions 100 percent,” Williams said.

Dear voter: Want to know why Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans in Con- 
gress find it so hard to work togeth- 
er to solve tough problems like the 
debt ceiling, health care and Social 
Security? 

Look in the mirror. 

Americans gripe about coward- 
ly, self-serving politicians, and Con- 
gress doubtlessly has its feckless 
moments and members. But vot- 
ers are quick to overlook their own 
role in legislative impasses that keep 
the nation from resolving such big, 
festering problems as immigration 
and now, the debt ceiling. 

Here’s the truth: The majority 
of senators and House members 
do what their constituents want 
them to do. Or, more to the point, 
they respond to people in their dis- 


tricts who bother to vote. Noth- 
ing is dearer to politicians than 
re-election. 

For a growing number of sena- 
tors and representatives, the only 
risk is in their parties’ primaries, 
not in the general election. Most 
voters ignore primaries. That gives 
control to a relative handful of moti- 
vated, hard-core liberals and full- 
bore conservatives. 

Many House districts today 
aren’t politically balanced, thanks 
largely to gerrymandering and 
Americans’ inclination to live and 
work near people who share their 
views and values. 

The result: districts so conser- 
vative that no GOP nominee can 
possibly lose, or so liberal that any 
Democratic nominee is certain to 
win. In these districts, the prima- 
ry is the whole ballgame. 

So who turns up on Capitol Hill 
for freshman orientation? Demo- 
crats and Republicans who can bare- 
ly comprehend each other’s political 
viewpoints, let alone embrace them 
in pursuit of a compromise. 

But what if a Republican and 


What Could Happen? 

Life might get more difficult for

But the longer he sustains his top-

Fish said. “But [mentally] showing 
up for every match and every tour- 
nament was something I wasn’t 
very good at. I am now. I’m much 
more driven now and much more 
focused. I make the right deci- 
sions now during tournaments 
and before tournaments.” 

That means adhering to a 
scrupulous diet, not eating after 
6:30 p.m., drinking copious flu- 
ids, sleeping eight to 10 hours each 
night and ordering room service 
when his pals on tour are heading 
out for dinner and good times.

If perspective is everything for a 
writer, then sharing the vertical 
vantage point of your subject must 
be an advantage. Just ask Melanie 
Benjamin, the author of “The Auto- 
biography of Mrs. Tom Thumb” 
($25, Delacourte 
Press). Benjamin’s 
historical novel 
retells the story 
of Mercy Lavin- 
ia “Vinnie” War- 
ren Bump, who 

Benjamin was just 2 feet, 8 
inches tall. 

“I’ve been called ‘Shorty’ all my 
life,” laughs Benjamin. “I’m 5T” on 
a good day.” 

Vinnie’s life, as described by 
Benjamin (who also reimagined 
the titular heroine of Lewis Car- 
roll’s “Alice and Wonderland” for 
her 2010 best-seller “Alice I Have 
Been”), will fascinate readers of 
all sizes. Raised by a loving family 
in Massachusetts, Vinnie worked 
briefly as a schoolteacher until she 
left home to sing on a showboat in 
the Midwest. Returning home, she 
reached out to P.T. Barnum, who 
agreed to showcase her as a “per- 
fectly formed woman in minia- 
ture” at his legendary American 
Museum in New York. 


In 1863, in a move that may 
have been orchestrated by Barnum, 
Vinnie married Charles Stratton — 


who, at 2 feet 11 inches, was known 
as “General Tom Thumb.” News- 
paper coverage of the lavish cere- 


mony — attended by Vanderbilts 
and Astors — temporarily trumped 
reports on the Civil War. 

Unlike Vinnie’s real and guard- 
ed autobiography (which Ben- 
jamin consulted as part of her 

a research for the 
book), this often- 
humorous tale pro- 
vides insight into 
Vinnie’s thoughts 
and feelings in an 
era when her size 
was seen as her 
defining characteristic. She was 
highly intelligent and incredi- 
bly cunning when it came to her 
career as a staged curiosity, Ben- 
jamin says. 

“She actively sought her fame 
and traded on her size in order to 
see the world and live life,” Ben- 
jamin says. “But she blurred that 
line between her private life and 
whatever her real life was. I don’t 
think she could figure out which 
was which, in a way.” 

As one of her generation’s most 
famous figures, Vinnie was both 
marginalized and influential. Ben- 
jamin compares her tiny heroine 
to today’s reality TV stars, “people 
who aren’t famous because they’re 
talented but because their lives are 
odd and different.”

Emma Stone has gone from lay- 
person to expert on the two pub- 
lishing sensations she’s helping 
to bring to Hollywood this sum- 
mer and next. 

Stone had not read Kathryn 
Stockett’s “The Help” before audi- 
tioning for the lead role in the 
drama about a white woman who 
rocks the Deep South establishment 
by chronicling the hard lives of 
black maids in the early 1960s. 

“The Help” is expected to be 
a summer hit driven by the best- 
seller’s female fans, a rarity in a 
season dominated by action tales 
and comedies. 

And before earning the female 
lead in “The Amazing Spider-Man,” 
Stone knew the Marvel Comics 
superhero mainly from Sam Rai- 
mi’s three past big-screen “Spidey” 
adventures and glimpses of the 
web-slinger on memorabilia. 


“I knew Spidey from Hallow- 
een costumes and Band-Aids and 
erasers and pencils and notebooks,” 
Stone, 22, said in an interview at 
last month’s Comic- Con fan con- 
vention, where she and star Andrew 
Garfield joined the filmmakers to 
reveal footage of the 2012 summer 
blockbuster-in-waiting. 

Stone has been on a steady rise 
in Holljwood, co-starring in 2007’s 
teen romp “Superbad” and 2009’s 
horror comedy “Zombieland,” then 
charming audiences with her first 
big-screen lead in last year’s “Scar- 
let Letter” twist “Easy A.” 

After supporting roles in back- 
to-back romantic comedies with last
